An effort is being made at Walla 
Walla to organize a humane so- 
ciety. 

A lot of persons have attempted 
to jump some of the settlers’ lands 
which had been improved and cul- 
oe for years in King county,

duced in the Montana Legislature 
by Senator White of Deer Lodge,

J. W. Biakslee of Port Townsend 
has been appointed industrial teach- 
er on Snohomish Indian reserva- 
tion, vice A. T. Burnell resigned. 

It is claimed, upon examination 
at. Port Townsend, that the explo- 
sion of the Josephine was caused by 
giant powder and not by steam. 


Forty-three cases of minerals, 
representing specimens from Utah, 
Idaho and Montana mines, were 
packed at Salt Lake for shipment 
to the International exposition at 
Amsterdam. 

At Belen, a small village near 
Santa Fe, New. Mexico, last week, 
Melchoir Luna and Manuel Sanchez 
had a heated discussion over a 
litical contest, which culminated in 
the murder of Sanchez by Luna. 


Sixty “‘rustlers’’ made a raid last 
week ona sheep ranch at Almosa, 
Valencia county, N. M., belonging 
to Francisco Chevaz Segannon, and 
attacked the herders, killing one, 
and driving off 1,600 sheep. 


A number of renegade Indians 
from Tulalip and Puyallup, W. T., 
reservations have been occupying a 
large body of valuable land, known 
us Muckelshoot prairie, without 
legal right. The land has now been 
cornered by some speculators by 
means of soldiers’ scrip. 

The last spike of the Clark's 
Fork division of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad has been driven. 
Superintendent Hallett’s forces are 
now at work on the reservation on 
Dunn and King’s unfinished work. 
‘Tbe bridge at the third crossing is 
ae ay pushed, and trains 
will be running to that point about 
March 15th. 

The Post-Intelligencer says: The 
Snohomish, W,T., Lye objects to 
the 550 Indians of Tulalip oceupyiug 
22,490 acres of land, and thinks that 
oe ? should be stripped of a portion 
of it, and that portion given to 
white settlers. There would be 
more reason in this if land in Sno- 
homish county was a scarce article. 


As it is not, and as there is a thous- 


and acres iu the county for every 
one of its white inhabitants, ft 
seems unnecessary at this time to 
disturb the Indians, or even agitate 
the matter.

CHEAP LABOR. 


On the Clyde shipyards, the 
skilled laborers receive $1.25 per 
day, and the unskilled 433 cents. 
The builders for many years have 
been making tremendons profits on 
their work. With such a showing, 
it is not altogether strange that 
Americans can no longer either 
build or navigate ships. With 
cheap coal and iron, and with labor 
at the starvation figures quoted 
above, it is not strange that Eng- 
lishmen can peint to the fact that, 
as before they were defended by 
wooden walls, they are now hedged 
about by iron and steel walls, and 
that the commerce of the seas is 
theirs. Itis not wonderful at all. 
We know of no civilized land that 
can compete with England. The 
only successful competition will be 
when China educates -laborers 
enough to become her rivals. She 
can, with a little exertion, in a few 
years supply any amount of skilled 
laborers for the 25 cents a day, 
leaving off the $1, and for the un- 
skilled, she can furnish those at the 
33 cents, leaving off the 40 cents. 
She can, too, produce coal and iron 
cheaper than England can, and 
with a captain and mate capable of 
navigating a ship,Jshe can runa 
ship at half the expense that Eng- 
landcan. The Salt Lake 7@bune 
thinks she can accomplish this ia 
one generation. If she pleases to 
do it, how will England feel about 
it? Will it suddenly dawn upon 
Englishmen that “‘it is not fair, you 
know?” Very likely. Will she by 
that time subscribe to the theory 
that absolute free trade is the only 
thing which can by any possibility 
give a nation real property? We 
fear not.

: THE TIMBER SUPPLY. 
A {Timber Man's Opinion Written 
by One Whe Knows. 

We very often hear it stated that 
the Truckee timber is exhausted, 
and that new fields must be sought. 
This is a great mistake indeed, says 
a correspondent of the Truckee Re- 
publican, We will start at the 
State line and visit the country as 
we go wesk The first stream is 
Bell’s creek, with eight sections of 
land and one-half section cut. The 
next is Wallace’s creek, where two 
flumes have been used for several 
years, and one has been built and 
used for twelve years. Although a 
short stream, three miles long, still 
half the timber stands. Wicke’s 
creek, next in turn, brings us to 
one of the finest wood and water 
privileges in the mountains; with 
its four large branches it drains and 
is an only outlet for twenty sec- 
tions, and only about two have so 
far been cut, and the Brouse wood 


yard is always kept full. During 
the past fifteen years 50,000 cords 
of wood have been hauled here. On 
the north side of 


WICKE’S CREEK 


Is a tract of yellow pine that will 
cut 75,000,000 feet of the best of 
lumber, while on the head waters 
are the finest tamarack swamps in 
the Sierras. A mile further west 
brings us to Cuba, where the Gray 
creek comes in draining ten sections, 
more of timber land, which, so far, 
bas not been touched. A little to 
the south and west four miles is 
Juniper creek, draining fifteen sec- 

tions, with only three cut. Our 
next stream is Martis creek, of 
which the east branch drains ten 
sections still in their native state. 
The east middle branch is occupied 
by the factory of Andrew Miller. 
I'wo sections comprise the cut here 

and four more are in their natural 
state. The west middle branch is 
occupied by Richardson & Bros. 
Four sections have been cut and 
eiglit more upon the Tahoe divide 
can be reached. The west branch 
of Martis creek is mostly owned b 

George Shaffer, who is now build- 
ing a new mill in very fine timber, 
where years of work have been and 
still can be done. We now come 
to the town of Truckee, where one 
of the most enterprising firms of 
the Sierras have their works. The 
whole upper Truckee to Tahoe has 
for years and will continue for years 
to come, to supply them with logs 
and the railroad company with 
wood. Although milis and axes 
have been at work on Tahoe for 


TEN YEARS, 


Still much more tban half the tim- 
ber still remains. Returning to 
Truckee, we go up té Donner and 
the summit slopes, where a great 
many acres of fine timber still 
stands. Climbing the hill north of 
Donner we enter a basin of six sec- 
tions on Trout and Alder creeks. 
These lands can be reached by the 
flume of Ellie Ellen, one of the 
sleekest flumes in the mountains. 
The Alder creek timber still mostly 
stands and will send wood and lum- 
ber out for years. Our next stream 
is the noted Prosser’ creek, 
where Messrs. Lonkey & Smith 
have a mill and flume in the lower 
border of the timber, and here only 
about one-third of the timber has 
yet been cut. The same firm has a 
mill and flume on Sage Hen creek, 
which has so far cut but about four 
sections of the 20 on tbat stream. 
We nowcome to the Little Truckee, 
one of the most,valuable and exten- 
sive regions of timber in the Sierras. 
From to Dog Valley, 10 miles 
north, is a fine strip of 20 sections, 
from Ingram Station to Webber 
Lake, including Sierra Valley di- 
vide, where timber can and must 
come to the Truckee, are 


ONE HUNDRED SECTIONS. 


Around Webber and upon Henness 
Pass divide are 40 sections more. 
From Webber te Independence 
Lake are also 20 sections, and 
around Independence down to Boca 
are 40 sections more, and of all this 
vast area but 20 seciions are yet 
cut, and many of these only in 
part. Our next field is from Clin- 
ton to Dog valley, where we find 
on the north side of Truckee a stri 
of timber two and three miles wide 
for 15 miles, 30 sections more, and 
in Dog valley there must be still 
some 12 sections of good timber yet 
remaining. To take the Truckee 
basin as a whole, there is at the 
present time not less than 6,000,- 
000,000 feet of saw-lumber remain- 
ing. This will afford 50,000,000 a 
year for 100 age These facts are. 
arrived at y actual exploration 
and observation. It is really the 
fact to-day that many do not see a 
good investment inthis timber, as 
there is so much of it that it seems 
a long time before it all can be 
brought into market. There is not 
another region in the mountains 
where the facilities are as , 
and where timber can be breught 
to the railroad so easy. In fact, 
the Truckee basin is the lumber- 
man’s paradise.
